3. Claims 133-209 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

Claim 133 contains subject matter "a memory range" (line 4) , "membership" (line 
7), "tag population" (line 7), and "inventory process" (line 10) which was not described in 
the specification at the time the application was filed, thus, they are new matter. 
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Claim 135 contains subject matter "tag population" (line 4), and "inventory 
process" (line 7) which was not described in the specification at the time the application 
was filed, thus, they are new matter. 

Claim 143 contains subject matter "memory range" (line 1 ) which was not 
described in the specification at the time the application was filed, thus, it is a new 
matter. 

Claim 144 contains subject matter "memory range" (line 2), "membership" (line 

3) , and "tag population" (lines 3-4) which were not described in the specification at the 
time the application was filed, thus, they are new matter. 

Claim 145 contains subject matter "tag population" (line 3), "memory range" (line 

4) , and "membership" (line 8) which was not described in the specification at the time 
the application was filed, thus, they are new matter. 

Claim 146 contains subject matter "tag population" (lines 2-3) which was not 
described in the specification at the time the application was filed, thus, it is new matter. 

Claim 147 contains subject matter "tag population" (lines 9-10) which was not 
described in the specification at the time the application was filed, thus, it is new matter. 

Claim 148 contains subject matter "tag population" (line 3) which was not 
described in the specification at the time the application was filed, thus, it is new matter. 

Claim 153 contains subject matter "tag population" (lines 2-3) which was not 
described in the specification at the time the application was filed, thus, it is new matter. 
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Claim 155 contains subject matter 'first range of integers" (line 9) and second 
range of integers (line 20) which was not described in the specification at the time the 
application was filed, thus, it is new matter. 

Claim 163 contains subject matter "memory range" (line 4) and "inventory 
process" (line 18) which was not described in the specification at the time the 
application was filed, thus, they are new matter. 

Claim 168 contains subject matter "memory range" (line 5) which was not 
described in the specification at the time the application was filed, thus, it is new matter. 

Claim 186 contains subject matter 'first range of slots" (line 7) and "second range 
of slots" (line 24) which was not described in the specification at the time the application 
was filed, thus, they are new matter. 

Claim 192 contains subject matter "first range of slots" (line 2) and "second range 
of slots" (line 2) which was not described in the specification at the time the application 
was filed, thus, they are new matter. 

Claim 193 contains subject matter "first range of slots" (line 2) and "second range 
of slots" (line 2) which was not described in the specification at the time the application 
was filed, thus, they are new matter. 

Claim 171 contains subject matter "memory location" (line 4) and "slotted 
anticollision algorithm" (line 1 2) which was not described in the specification at the time 
the application was filed, thus, they are new matter. 
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Claim 196 contains subject matter "slotted anticollision algorithm" (line 7) which 
was not described in the specification at the time the application was filed, thus, it is 
new matter. 

Claim 199 contains subject matter "slotted anticollision algorithm" (lines 3-4) 
which was not described in the specification at the time the application was filed, thus, it 
is new matter. 

Claim 201 contains subject matter "slotted anticollision algorithm" (lines 3-4)" 
which was not described in the specification at the time the application was filed, thus, it 
is new matter. 

Claim 204 contains subject matter "tag population" (line 2) and "slotted 
anticollision algorithm" (line 8) which was not described in the specification at the time 
the application was filed, thus, they are new matter. 

Claim 205 contains subject matter "slotted anticollision algorithm" (lines 1-2) 
which was not described in the specification at the time the application was filed, thus, it 
is new matter. 

Claim 206 contains subject matter "tag population" (line 2) which was not 
described in the specification at the time the application was filed, thus, it is new matter. 

Claim 208 contains subject matter "tag population" (line 2) which was not 
described in the specification at the time the application was filed, thus, it is new matter.
